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Instant claims 1-14 and 18-66 are allowable for the reasons of record found in 
applicant's remarks dated May 24, 2006. Specifically, the prior art of record does not 
teach or suggest in general a detergent and conditioning composition that contains a 
cosmetically acceptable medium, at least one anionic surfactant, at least one other 
surfactant, and at least one polysaccharide chosen from nonionic and anionic fructans, 
wherein the ratio of the at least one anionic surfactant to the at least one other 
surfactant is greater than or equal to 1:1, as required in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
